He aleo alleges that his estimate was filed 
before Oct. 15, in accordance with the rules 
of the contest.

tional prize having been offered, he says, 
to induce the purchase of coupons during 
that time.

Trust Co., for the payment of the award 
was refused, he states. 

Guthrie asks that the defendants be 4di- 
fected to pay him both awards, amounting 
fo $90,500. and that the Missouri-Lincoln 
Trust Co. be restrained and enjoined from 
paying out any of the money held by it 
Untill the plaintiff receives the money 
awarded him by the committee.

connection with the investigation of the 
National Securities Co. by Postoffice In- 
The evidence in \the 
case was concluded Friday afternoon, the 
defenee introducing very Little testimony. 

The history of Brooks for the past few 
years has led the postoffice inspectors to 
characterize him the “peer of get-rich- 
quick"’ operators in St. Louls. 

They declare the National Securities Co. 
to have been the final concern with which 
Brooks was interested, and that is previ 


ous history connected him with the Rialto | 


Grain and Securities Co. and several other 


concerns. 
Brooks’ History. 


In 1902, Brooks turned over to the post- 
office inspectors many papers of the 
Brooks Brokerage and Commission Co., 
tHen operated by Maj. Hugh C. Dennis, 
who later came into the public eve as the 
organizer of the Rialto Grain and Securi- 
ties Co., in connection with the operation 
of which United States Senator Burton was 
indicte4’4. These papers tended to shoW that 
the Brooks company was being operated 
by Dennis as a “get-rich-quick” concern. 
An investigation by Inspector Price wag 
not hindered by Dennis, who represented 
that he had. purchased the Brooks com- 
pany from: Brooks, who then organized the 
Guarantee Colieetion Agency. Dennis de- 
elared to the inspector that Brooks, under 
the name of the Guarantee Agency, wrote 
to the patrons of the Brooks company, 
declaring it to be unsafe, and instructing 
them to send their accounts to him for 
collection. Recelving the accounts of the 
old firm, Dennis said that Brooks sepa- 
rated those taken during the time Brooks 
conducted the firm and those for the time 
Dennis had control and used the latter 
against him. 

The investigation resulted in the indict- 
ment of both Dennis and Brooks. Dennis 
was acquitted on account of a defective 
indictment and Brooks was never placed on 
trial for the same reason, though the case 
was not dismissed. 

The National Securities Co. adveriised to 
receive the money on deposit and pay 6 per 
cent a month fo its use. 

The National Securities Co. went down 
with the collapse of other concerns of the 
same nature in February, 1980. Brooks dis- 
appeared, forfeiting a bond for $1500 given 
in the old Brooks company case. He was 
later arrested in Los Angeles, Cal., where 
he gave bond for $7000. He also forfeited 
this bond, but a few months later appeared 
in Philadelphia, where he gave bond for 
$1500 for his appearance for trial in 8t. 
Louls. He appeared here in answer to this 
bond. ‘ 

Inspector Price stated that he could not 
estimate the amount of money received by 
the National Securities Co. during the 
three months it was in existence, but that 
he believed the amount to be several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

Books Disappeared. 

The defense in the case filed a motion 
asking that the books of the company, 
which were taken by the 8t. Louis police in 
a raid on the company in February, 1903, 
be brought into court. United States Mar- 
shal Morsey told on the witness stand of 
his efforts to locate these books and his 
failure to find them. The books have dis- 
appeared, and no trace of them can be 
fouhd in the Circuit Attorney's office, the 
Bheriff's office or in the United States 
Court 

During the entire trial, Brooks has sat 
directly behind ex-Senator Mason of IIill- 
nols, one of hie attorneys. He _ quletly 
watched the proceedings, seldom speaking 
to his attorneys, though he occasionally 
Suggested a question to be asked a wit- 
ness. 
His features are sharp and his eyes pierc- 


ing. He sits sometimes with his elbow reat. | 


ing on the counsel table, and other times 
he will siide far down into his chatlr. 
Close beside’ Brooke sits his wife, an 
attractive woman, with large eyes, which 
she keeps intently upon the witness being 
examine’, or upon the fury. Occasionally 
she leans over to speak to her husband, 
and when she does #0, a brief smile usually 
appears upon the face of each.

President Hyde was the announcement, 
made later in the day, that Robert Lincoln 
is the man selected as the best fitted to 
assume the chairmanship of thé board of 
directors. The report was not offictall) 
made, as it is not yet known if Mr. Lin- 
coln will accept the position.

SHIPS MUST INTERNE 
OR LEAVE MANILA. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—The navy de- 
partment today received a cablegram from 
Vice-Admiral Train at Manila, stating that 
he had sighted three Russian vessels, the 
wounded men on board, and had escorted 
Aurora, Oleg and Jemtchug, with many 
the vessels to Manila. 

This cablegram was received at the navy 
department shortly after the Associated 
Press bulletin from Manila. 

Admiral Train's digpatch was immediate- 
ly sent to the White House by Secretary 
Morton, where it. was “discussed. by the 
President and Secretary. Taft. . 

It is said at the Navy Department that 
the Russian warships will be treated pre- 
cisely as were those which arrived in the 
Chinese ports during the earlier stages of 
the war, namely, they will be allowed to 
remain 2% hours if undamaged and sea- 
worthy. Otherwise, they may make abso- 
lutely necessary repairs) or, lastly, they 
may be interned until the ‘end of the war. 

It is expected here that the latter course 
will be followed. 


TOGO NAMES ENEMY’S 
VESSELS TO ESCAPE. 


TOKIO, June 3.—Admiral Togo reports 
that the Russian special service steamers 
and transports sunk by the Japanese May 
27 were the auxillary steamer Ural, the 
transports Kamtschatka and Irtessim, and 
one vessel used to assist in coaling at sea 
and believed to have been named the Russ. 

‘The Russian vessels present In the re- 
cent battle, which were not sunk or cap- 
tured and which are unaccounted for, are,” 
Togo's report adds, “‘the protected crulsers 
Oleg, Aurora, Izumrud and Almaz; three 
transports, two torpedo boat destroyers 
and one towboat. During the battle the 
Oleg and Aurora were within range of our 
third and fourth squadrons and were on 
fire. They may have escaped, but It will 
take time to restore their fighting power.” 

According to dispatches from St. Peters- 
burg, the Izumrud was blown up by her 
commander after having run on a reef in 
Viadimir Bay. The Almaz reached Viadiv- 
ostok early in the week and the Oleg, Au- 
rora and. Jemtchug arrived at Manila to- 


day.

Lewis. He says that $2,400,000 stock has 
been issued. Of this he has about $300,000. 
We shall, of course, verify the issuance of 
this stock, 

“The new directors approved by me have 
been elected—Mr. Coyle and Mr. Meyer— 
and I shall insist that two more, to be ap- 
proved by me, shall be elected. I hope 
that Mr. Jackson Johnson will consent to 
fill the present vacancy. Mr. Cabot will 
resign later and a new director not yet 
selected will take his place. 

“The bank's statement shows that it Is 
solvent, certified checks for more than a 
million dollars greatly exceeding the de- 
posits. 

“But the loans made to companies in 
which Mr. Lewis is interested must be 
taken up, his companies will not be al- 
lowed to borrow any more money, and 
every one of the other conditions which 
I laid down must be met.”

FOREST PARK RESTORATION. 

The interviews with Judge Ferriss, the general counsel of 
the Exposition Co., Mayor Wells, President O'Reilly of the 
Board of Public Improvements and Park Commissioner Aull, 
in Friday's Post-Dispatch, emphasize the wisdom of an equit- 
able settlement between the city and the World’s Fair by 
which the wrecking work may be expedited and the restora- 
tion of the park be assured under more advantageous condi- 
tions than those now existing. 

Judge Ferriss shows that legislation is needed to provide 
for the Art Building, which under the existing ordinance would 
be torn down. The main buildings and the wings which were 
designed for a great art museum represent a cost of $1,250,000. 
There should be an ordinance embodying the conveyance and 
acceptance of this building and providing for ite future. 

The Post-Dispatch does ,not believe that the highest utility 
of a great building of this kind would be assured by turning 
it over to any organization or society. It should belong to 
the city and should be controlled by a public board created 
for that. purpose. It should represent a concentration of all 
the art interests and of the art exhibits for the benefit of all 
the people of the city. 

As to.the restoration of the park, the city officers intimate 
that the wrecking company is unnecessarily slow, That is a 
matter to be determined by investigation. The most effective 
methed of hastening this work and of expediting without fool- 
ish haste the task of restoring the park should be determined. 
It undoubtedly seems wise that the restoration work should 
be under the immediate supervision of the city. As Judge 
Ferriss shows, the Exposition Co. is not equipped fer this 
work and under the pe Stra ean only go ahead and do what 
it thinks needful and then await the approval of the city. If 
the city approves, the work is complete. If it does not ap- 
prove, there must be another effort to satisfy the city, or a 
deadlock, which can only result in the city’s attempt to do 
the work according to the ideas of the authorities and then 
collect the bonds in court. We do not believe this out- 
come probable, but if it should happen there would be a long 
period of litigation, with the park practically tied up through 
the unfinished work. 

The shortest, simplest and wisest method would be to get 
the representatives of all the interested parties together on 
a satisfactory plan. There is no reason why the city authori- 
ties, the Exposition managers and the wrecking company 
should not be brought into a general agreement which would 
provide for the expediting of the wrecking and for the restora- 
tion of the park site by the city, with funds supplied by the 
Exposition Co. 

Mr. Kessler, under the direction of the World’s Fair Co., has 
designed a plan which appears to be excellent, and which has 
we understand been approved in the main by members of the 
Board of Public Improvements. It is probably the best plan 
that could be devised. It provides for a system of restoration 
embodying the remaking of the park on a model which in the 
main follows the Exposition scheme, the Art: Building on the 
hill being the center of the picture, with lakes and roadways, 
lawns, shrubbery and trees. Taking this plan as a basis and 
using all the available material, a fair estimate should be 
reached as to the cost of doing the work. The estimate should 
be equitable and liberal, and provision should be made for the 
elimination of the Exposition managemert in this work on 
payment of this estimated sum to defray the cost of the work. 

This will require: 

First—Legislation providing for the Art and other build- 
ings to be given to the city. 

Second—-Legislation embodying the terms of the settlement 

betwéen the Exposition Co. and the city, and stipulating the 
terms and conditions under which the wrecking must be done 
and the time in which it must be finished, with suitable pen- | 
alties. , 
We want the park restored as quickly as possible. We want 
it restored on a satisfactory plan. We want the work done 
promptly but not hurried unduly. And we want the restora. | 
tion accomplished upon lines in harmony with the eastern half 
of the park. -We want a suflieient ame of money from the) 
Exposition Co. to do this werk and thus meet their obliga- 
tions to the city. The city is better able to do the work in 
the right way than the Exposition Co. 

Within these general lines, there ought to be no great diffi- 
culty in arriving at a satisfactory conclusion, if the city au- 
thorities and the Exposition managers will approach the sub- 
ject in the right spirit.

Conroy was the first 3-year-old to win the 
Stake.

period. Conroy went lame after winning 
the Brooklyn of 1901 and never amounted 
to much afterwards. 

James Rowe, trainer of the Keene stable, 
has saddled three Brooklyn handicap win- 
ners. He was not with Mr. Keene when 
Hornpipe won the Brooklyn of 138%. Wil- 
liam Lakeland was handling the Keene 
horses then. Ornament was Rowe's first 
Brooklyn handicap winner. Rowe prepared 
Ornament for the Brooklyn of 1898. Orna- 
ment was the best 3-year-old in. America in 
1897. He won the St. Louls Derby of that 
year. 

Like Ornament, Delhi won the Brooklyn 
as a 4-year-old. Delhi is a son of Ben 
Brush-Veva, she by Mortimer and Lizzie 
Lucas, .Mr. Keene bred Delhi at his Castie- 
ton stud in Kentucky. Dethi is a strapping 
big horse with a tremendous turn of speed. 
Ho is supposed to inherit his size from 
Mortimer, sire of Veva. Ben Brush, the 
sire of Delhi, will be remembered as the 
sturdy little son of Bramble. Ben Brush 
ran Prince Lief to a nose in the §20,000 
National Derby of 1896, at the St. Louts 


Fair Grounds. 

No gamer, nor better horse than Ben 
Rrush was over bred in this country or 
possibly any other country. Through Ben 
Brush, Delhi is connected with the stouvtest 
families in the American stud book. Ben 
Brush’s tribe is that of Bonnie Scotland, 
of Luke Blackburn, of Bramble, of Clit- 
ford and of Prince of Melbourne. 

Delhi was not a conspicuous success as 
a 2-year-old but he displayed brilliant form 
as a 3-year-old, winning the Saratoga 
Derby and the $50,000 Great Republic 
stakes from some of the best horses in 
America at the New York Spa. 

Delhi also galloped a mile in 1:37 3-6 over 
the Saratoga course. This performance 
has lead his admirers to believe that some 
day Delhi will reduce the American cireu- 
lar track record now held by Dick Welles. 
The latter negotiated the distance in 1:37 
9-5 Delhi's admirers expect the colt to run 
in 1:37 1-5 before the season ig over.

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SIGNS NUPTIAL CONTRACT 
AT THE IMPERIAL PALACE 


Duchess of Mecklinburg-Schwerin 
Rode From Station to Palace 
Through Vast Cheering Throng 
of Berlin’s Populace. 


BERLIN, June 3.—The business of the 
Government paused and a million or so of 
half-holiday today to wel- 
come an 18-year-old girl who some time 
most probably will be German Empress. 

Her way was rose-strewn, choirs of chil- 
dren sang her a greeting, the old guilds 
with the emblems of their trades lined the 
route, artillery sounded dully in an im- 
mensity of cheertng, while at the end of 
her progress through the people the impe- 
rial family and all the great personages 
of atete joined with the Emperor and the 
Crown Prince, Frederick William, in re- 
ceiving her at the palace. 

The day was brilliant, and 
spectacie was effectively staged. 

The Duchees Cecilia of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin, who in her full title is also 
Princes# of the Wends, arrived § from 
Schwerin at noon with her mother, the 
Grand Duchess Anastasia; her brother. 
Frederick Francis, the reigning Grand 
Duke of Mecklenburg-Schwerin; his wife 
and a numerous following... The Emperor, 
Empress and Crown Prince, the latter's 
five brothers and the little Princess Victo- 
ria met the party at the railroad station 
and breakfasted with them at the Chateau 

fellevue, situated in the garden about two 
miles from the imperial palace. 

There the Duchess Cecilia rested with the 
Empress, while the others went to-the pal- 
ace, 

Th procession began to form between 4 
and © o'clock in the afternoon on the wide 
Space fronting the chateau and then moved 
through the Tiergarten to the Brandenbur- 
ger gate, the boundary of the old city. 

Forty mounted postmen, in accord with 
old custom, rode in advance, followed by 
100 mounted master butchers in evening 
Suits and opera hais. Most of them were 
men of ample figure. The master butch- 
ers hold a patent from 1666 guaranteeing 
them this privilege. 

Twenty mounted trumpeters, preceded 
by a squadron of the First Dragoons of 
the Guard, in light blue tunics and wear- 
ing black helmets, and three six-horse 
court equipages followed. These vehicles 
were driven by postilions and were occu- 
pied by the gentlemen-in-waiting of the 
Empress and the future Crown Princess. 
They were separated by half a squadron 
of the Garde du Corps from an eight-horse 
stute carriage containing Duchess Cecilia 
sitting on the right of the Empress.

Fraulein Ki e 
daughter gf the chief Burgomaster pp ook 
lin, presented a bouquet of roses to the 
Duchess, who received it with a smile and

When the Chief Burgomaster, 
robe, trimmed with fur, and wearing the 
heavy gold chain Insignia of his office 
stepped forward and read a brief address of 
weicome, It Was brief, by request of the 
Emperor, sO as to spare the Duchess the 
ordeal of a long wait under many eyes. She 
thanked the Burgomaster in a few simple 
words and the procession moved on. 

Fifty little giris threw fresh roses under 
the horse's feet as the Duchess went on her 
way down the avenue of lime trees. 

M. Bihourd., the French Ambassador, in- 
vited his colleagues and their families to 
see the spectacle from the French Embassy 
near the Brandenburger gate. The Ameri- 
can Ambassador. Mr. Tower, and Mrs. 
Tower, the British Ambassador, Sir Frank 
C. Lascelle, and Gen. De la Croix and the 
other members of the French Embassy 
Icxxtraordinary were in the arty. M. 
Bihourd had provided bridge whist tables 
for the amusement of his visitors during 
the long wait and there was also an excel- 
lent buffet lunch. 

The Grand Duke Michael, brother of Em- 
peror Nicholas, with a littering entour- 
age, including the ip eenatienn Ambassador, 
Count von Osten-Sacken, saw the proces- 
sion from the balcony of the Russian Em- 
bassv. while on the balcony of the Hotel 
bristol next door were Prince and Princess 
Arisugawa of Japan, representing the Jap- 
anese Emperor and Empress, attended by 
30 or 4 of their compatriots. 

The pageant started at 3 o’clock and had 
disappeared at 5:45 p. m.through one of the 
arched doorways of the palace. On the 
other side, in the inner courtyard, the’ im- 
peror. the Crown Prince. Prince Henry of 
Prussia and other members of the im- 
péerilal family attended by the ministérs of 
and a number of generals and ad- 
mirals received the Duchess. She went 
with the members of the imperial family 
te the room of the electors. so-called, and 
with the Crown Prince signed the marriage 
contract.
